With reference to Your Excellency's despatch No. 6 
(3731/16/44) of November 25th regarding certain security 
questions in connexion with the administration of the North 
African Refugee Center at Fedhala, I have the honour to 
report that as the Center has been closed the matter is of 
academic interest only and I have not thought it worth while 
to have any discussion with General Catroux's Office. The 
delays in completing the security examinations were exceptional 
and are less likely to recur now that the British and U.S. 
security sections have been withdrawn from North Africa. The 
trouble over the eleven pioneers was due to the fact that, 
through some misunderstanding, they had been enlisted into the 
Pioneer Corps before their security examination had been con- 
pleted on the British side. His Majesty's Consul at Casa- 
blanca has informed me that Mr. Beckelman finally agreed that 
any of these pioneers who might be discharged before their 
security status had been determined should be admitted to the 
Philippeville Camp rather than be interned.

Dear Sir, 


As you have undoubtedly heard, about two thirds of the 
population of the North African Refugee Center, which was originally 
established by agreement between the British and American governments 
on the one hand and the French Committee of Hational Liberation on 
the other, has recently been transferred to a refugee camp in the 
Middle East. There remain at present 264 refugees at the North 
African Refugee Center and it is the consensus cof the United States 


State Department. the U.S. Foreign Economic Administration and 
UNRRA that the continued operation of the camp on this basis is 
uneconomical and unjustified. I have therefore been authorized to 
move all refugees out of the North African Refugee Center by 

discharging into the Moroccan economy such persons as the French 
authorities are prepared to permit to leave the camp and by 
transferring the remainder to the Philippeviile Refugee Camp in 
Algeria. 


It is provided, however, that the present camp site is to be 
retained and that the camp is to remain open in custcdy and under 
the supervision of the British and American governments so that it 
may be held ready to provide refuge if circumstances should require 
quick evacuation of refugees resulting from continuing efforts at 
rescue from enemy occupied countries. For this purpose at least 
two members of the present staff will remain at the North African 
Refugee Center until the situation is further clarified and they 
will be authorized to employ watchmen if necessary. 


I am instructed by Governor Lehman, Director General of the 
United Bations Relief and Rehabilitation Administration, to present 
the fowegoing to the British representative with the French Govern- 
ment and to obtain his concurrence with the above proposals. I 
shall appreciate it greatly if you can let mexnow what steps are 
necessary to achieve this end.
